The second Test 
match was spoiled as a spectators’ 
game by the continual playing of 
the man, but never in any period 
of Saturday’s match was that style 
tolerated. During the first fifteen 
minutes the whistle was busy, blow-

Fisher and Gibbs repeated their 
previous. brilliant form.  Fisher’s 
flying kicks.tickled.the crowd im- 
mensely. Gibbs can teach any New 
Zealand half lessons in defence and 
feeding, but all the ‘Australian 
halves have something to learn in 
the way of tackling. . J. Cumber- 
‘ford was able to use his real speed. 
He was far ahead of the Cumber- 
ford at Wellington. Barwell is a 
10 3-5th man; Cumberford can still 
give him an odd fraction in a bun- 
dred yards. Thompson, the other 
wing, often overran, a 
noticed before. 

Maunder and Thompson were the 
best of the Australian front line. 
Brown, too, did quite a lot of pretty 
work, but Dane sometimes was dis- 
appointing. He has not the speed 
of the other winger. 

The Australian forwards. showed 
up much more brightly than in the 
previous Tests, but the home. de- 
fence was. too good. McAuley and 
Braithwaite were in fine fettle, and 
worked quietly and in sharp con- 
trast to Fisher and D. Cumberford, 
whose work was sure and at the 
same time just. what the crowd 
shouted over.

Doyle, in the background in the 
first spell, came out of his shell in 
the second, but no doubt the style 
of the second Test was-more to his 
liking. He is the keenest tackler 
the Australians have, but. falls be- 
hind. Gibbs. in all-round usefulness. 

Shenton was solid, but off his 
game till’ well on in the second 
half. Again Cartwright astonished 
everyone. He had a good, deal 
more to do than Craxton, who also 
brought off very fine work. Cart- 
wright’s chances looked small when 
New Zealand was given a penalty 
for “hands” but the ball flew wide. 

The inclusion of McArthur in the 
New Zealand team in place. of 
Brownlee, who injured a leg in the 
elub game last week, was looked 
on in. some doubt, but he made a 
capital understudy to Brownlee, 
though inclined to hang off too far 
when the opposing forward was in 
possession. A bad. knock also pull- 
ed him up. 4 

Corbett and Jones were fit again 
and were two of. the best men on 
the field, though Corbett’s bandages 
excused him when the ball had to 
be headed. Barwell and Dacre on 
the right wing were the right men 
for. the: places, and whereas the 
right ring in the second Test was 
generally behind, on Saturday the 
right easily led. in getting the 
Blacks under way. 

Cook, the Otago. Jad, was at his 
best, but was. inclined to attempt 
too many solos: . All Ahe same he 
had a great knack of breasting 
through alone and made full use of 
his speed. -* «> 


Campbell appeared a little off his 
game, and as also was Ballard, but 
even so: the standard of all mem- 
bers of both teams was high in- 
deed. che 

The game, was quite remarkable 
for the length of periods the ball 
retuained in play. There was no 
finding the line by the backs in de- 
fence, aud the wings played to the 
centre with great success. An- 
other feature was that in spite of 
the tremendous pace at which the 
ball was rushed from end to end 
there were comparatively few shots 
during the first spell and the open- 
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ing. of the second, that being:simply 
due té the magnificent*work:of both 
sets of. backs. “ New Zealand’s shots 
were far more dangerous as a gene- 
ral rule, but Craxton deserved alt 
the praise that was given him; par- 
ticularly in the final.effort of the 
Australians was he tried out com- 
pletely and found the man for the 
job. 3 
THE PLAY DESCRIBED. 


The third Association football 
Test match was played in fine 
weather, clouds shading the sun, 
and there was no wind. The Aus- 
tralian team, was the same as that 
which played Auckland and New 
Zealand'as selected. The ground 
was very greasy, and the attend- 
ance was large. 

“New Zealand: at once attacked 
from the kick-off, and within five 
minutes Barwell: centred well, en- 
abling Ballard to score. Then for 
a period Australia attacked, but 
from a pass by Dacre, after a rush 
by New Zealand, Cook scored a 
second goal. Give and’ take play 
followed, each’ side making assaults 
on their’ vespective opponents’, 
goal, The Australians had several 
shots which were either stopped by 
the New Zealand backs or ° just 
missed. Finally Australia was 
awarded the first corner kick of the 
match, Dane taking the kick, but 
Brown headed the ball over the top 
of the goal. After a rush by New 
Zealand the visitors renewed the 
attack, the New Zealand goalkeeper 
saving well. The visitors maintain- 
ed the attack, but the defence 
proved sound. New Zealand made 
several fine rushes, one ending in 
a good shot by Campbell, which 
went just over the cross bar. Half- 
time found New Zealand attacking.

Australia continued the attack, 
put play was transferred by New 
Zealand backs, a score on one occa- 
sion being brilliantly saved by Cart- 
wright, who, also, however, tailed to 
stop a fine shot by Dacre. Another 
vigorous attack ended in a shot-at 
goal being saved by the Austra- 
Tian goalkeeper. Some pretty play 
was witnessed among the forwards, 


ending: in’ play being transferred 


to the. New Zealand half of the 
ground. New Zealand rallied, Bar- 
well carrying the ball down the 
field, but the Australians with good 
combination sent play back again, 
only to be placed on the defence 
again. Play now travelled up and 
down the field, the visitors being 
dangerous at one stage, a chance 
at goal being lost by a wide kick. 
The New Zealanders showed appre- 
ciation’ of the escape by setting up 
a series of attacks, a shot by Dacre 
hitting the side post. Shortly after- 
wards the Australians got in 4 dan- 
gerous attack, but the ball went 
over the goal. Then from a rush 
by Dacre, who passed the ball to 
Barwell, who sent it to Cook, who 
was fouled by Gibbs, the. penalty 
shot by Campbell went wide. 

Australia then ‘took a hand at at- 
tack, but New Zealand rallied, give- 
and-take play succeeding, punctu- 
ated by alternate atiacks on the 
goals. New Zealand t:ad the better 
of the next ten minutes. From 
even play in the centre Dacre broke 
away in a smart run, and a centre 
to Campbell, who put in a clever 
shot, which skimmed the cross- 
bar. New Zealand now began to 
dominate play, repeated breaks by 
the Australians being checked.

‘The game was the best exposition 
of the code seen in Auckland, being 
remarkably fast from the kick-off 
to the final whistle. In the first 
spell New Zealand had the better 
of the opening stages, and were 
two goals up in ten minutes before 
Australia had settled down. The 
wisiting forwards lacked cohesion, 
although the backs defended very 
strenuously. In the closing Stages 
of the spell play was in the New 
Zealand half of the field, except 
for occasional breaks through by 
the New Zealand forwards. Strenu- 
ous though the. visitors’ attacks 
were the New Zealand defence 
proved sound and no score resulted. 
The second spell was especially fast 
and open and at times exciting. 
The New Zealand forwards were 
the better combination. They put 
im superior finishing touches, and 
were more clever in front of the 
goal. The Australian backs were 
as good as the New Zealanders. 
The spell was‘ characterised by 
pace, and altogether the game was 
more attractive than last match.

intentional, and when this is 80, no 
penalty must be awarded. 

The Referee. can refrain from 
awarding a free kick if it is to the 
advantage of the side offended 
against to allow the play to go on. 

Again it. is the-intentional breach 
of the Jaw which must be punished, 

Law 17. also deals: with the pen- 
alty kick, and. will receive further 
consideration in next issue, and in 
the following ‘issue, the “Laws 
of the Game” will be completed by 
quoting those appertaining to the 
field of play, which I purposely 
omitted, when a start was made on 
the subject. .Thereafter incidents 
in connectiqn with the Laws will 
receive attention, They are 
numerous, aud in some cases rather 
puzzling, in others amusing, and it , 
is indeed surprising how. some 
translations of the Laws exist, and 
have their origin. 

‘If the season is: prolonged suffi- 
ciently to permit, a general outline 
of the Referees” Association and its 
members may be dealt with, as the 
public who support our game should 
know its referees. Too much is 
taken: for granted in this regard, 
and when the experience of some 
of our Referees is given, no doubt 
they will command respect from 
right thinking sports who support 
the game for the game’s sake, and 
are above party interests, 


It is to be hoped that those who 
have followed the “Laws of -the 
Game,” who aré available and con- 
sider themselves competent to take 
charge of a game, will offer their 
services to the Referees’ Associa- 
tion. To cope with the advance 
of the game here, more referees 
are required, and when a candidate 
is not teo sure of his ground the 
necessary’ tuition will be given 
Him. Refereeing is at best a thank- 
less game, but then some one must 
Go the work, we can’t all look on, 
and our game demands competent 
referees to ensure its success. This 
should be borne in mind by all in- 
terested.
